I 
have frequently visited the Training 
Station, have seen and eaten the food 
that U served to tlie apprentices, and 
know that It in Rood, well cooked, aud 
plenty of It. Fresh bread is delivered 
dally, pies aud cakes are fresh when 
served, and all baked in the city. Meats 
and vegetables are fresli and well cook- 
ed at the Barracks. I haveat all times 
found the kitchen, dining-room and 
dishes clean, aud in order, and is a 
credit to these having thisdepartment 
in charge. So far as the labor of tlie 
apprentices Is concerned, it cannot, In 
my judgment, be more than Is neces- 
sary for theirphysical development aud 
good of the service, aud from what I 
can learn, there cannot, in this coun- 
try or iu Europe, be found an institu- 
tion, where BO many are gathered, that 
are so well cared for as nt the Training

General Walker, however, 
feared tlmt his flank would be attacked 
from that direction, lie concentrated 
his force, which was larger than Brnn- 
uan't, at the bridge and opened 8 
murderous fire from several cannon 
upon the Federal*, who continued ta 
press forward. Walker ordered the 
Pocotallgo bridge destroyed In self de- 
fense. Being without ammunition for 
his artillery, Brannan decided to re- 
tire to his boats, satisfied that the 
enemy was too modi for his force.

Tho great Cathedral 
of Milan was begun In 13SO and wna 
not completed until 1S05, 410 years lat- 
er. Uostcnncl castle, In Cornwall, took 
ninety years to build, and ono-tlilrJ 
of that time was employed in oxcartit- 
ng for Iho founflatlon. Tho late Lord 
Bute was engaged for over twenty 
yenrs in building his groat palace In 
the isle of Bute, and his successor Is 
still at work on It, The palace of tho 
Bukos of Atholl, In Scotland, has been 
building stnco 1S30, and the work 1* 
still going on.

pose that a person who nan once bud 
smallpox, meaalca, scarlet fever or oth- 
er contagious diieasa u tiiereby made 
immune to that particular disease fur 
the rest of hia life. A Swiss physician 
has been examining the records of eueb 
diseases, and in thestatisticj at his dij- 
po=al— which are very defective, as 
comparatively few physicians take the 
trouble to report such observations lo 
the medicol journals -he llnds nolens 
than 523 persons who have had small 
pox twite, nine who have had it three 
fines, and one who has had it seven 
times. For scarlet fever he llnds 141 
double and seven triple attacks. A 
hundred and three persons had two and 
tbrte had seven attacks of measles; 20i 
had typhus uvk-e, live thrice, one four 
limed, and even cholera shows tweniy- 
nine second and three: third attacks. 
The natural inference in that during 
the prevalence of uti epidemic one 
should not rashly expose himself to 
contagion, even if he tms already had 
Ihe 


blanks giving the necea«ary references, 
aud those who are unable to pay the 
fifty cents for tne Open Window will 
receive it free.
